One of his works, the portrait of the reigning Pope, from 


life, he had the honor to place in the Cabinet of Gems belong- 
ing to the Vatican ;—that, and the portrait of the Empreſs of 
Ruſſia, engraved for the King of Poland, from an original 
picture ſent from Warſaw for the purpoſe, are, of the many
